~ WEST GERMANY 


RELATIONSHIP 


The Military Governors of 
the three Western zones of 
Germany at their repular 
meeting in Frankfurt last 
week considered the drafts 
of the occupation statute de- 
fining the .relationship be- 
tween the Allied authorities 
‘Jand the constitutional Ger- 
man government which is 
due to be'set up in the West- 
ern zones in the new year. 

The three Military Gov- 
ernors agreed on the desir- 
ability of referring certain 
points of drafting to’ their 
Governments _ before they 
take up the. subject again 
later this month. This, does 
not, however, mean that any- 
thing resembling a deadlock 
has ‘arisen between the Mili- 
tary Governors. | 
‘The three Military Gov- 
ernors, at their meeting with 
the. Ministers President 
the 11 laender of the West- 
ern ‘zones in Frarikfurt on 
July 1 last, outlined the prin- 
ciples on which the occupa- 
tion statute would be based. 

Thus in granting legisla- 
tive, executive and’ judicial 
powers ‘to the future German 
Government, the Military 
Governors will reserve to 
themselves such powers as 
are necessary to: ensure ful- 
filment of the basic purpose 
of the occupation, namely, 
powers to conduct or direct 
for the time being Germany's 
foreign_relations, .to_exercise. 
minimum control over Ger- 
man foreign trade, to exer- 
cise controls in such matters 
as reparations, the level- of 
industry, disarmament, de- 
militarisation and certain as- 
pects of scientific research. 
The Military Governors will 
also.resume’ the exercise of 
their full powers in an emer- 
gency threatening security 
and, if necessary, ‘ to secure 
compliance with the German 
constitution or the occupation, 
statute. “se
